"Tho Jewish question in Poland Is 
not religious, since, we have never 
interefered in that direction. It is pol- 
itical." What they really propose to 
do through the nationalist party is not 
only to get schools, but to have their 
own courts of justice and also their 
own parliament. 
They really wish 
to form a state within a statelet they 
Intend also to take- part of our own 
political life. 
It Is absurd. 
As for the pogrom situation, it is

two months ago in Cracow. I read that 
there had been pogroms in Warsaw. 
I found that the only founation for 
the story was that tbere had been a 
quarrel between two butchers, one a 
Jew and the other a Christian."

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GRIPPING STORY 
THAT TELLS HISTORY 


OF OLD COMPANY M 


Corporal 35~red W. Flaherty of Com- 


pany L of the 128th Infantry, former- 
hy Company M of the 1st W. N. G., 
.-writes a gripping story of his experi- 
ences !n France since ho landed there 
last March. His story tells the history 
of Company M and is extremely inter- 
esting. Tho letter: 
"On Active Service With the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Force, 
Convales- 
cent Camp, Nov. 24, 1918.—Dear Dad: 
As this date has been set aside as 
''Write a Letter to Dad Day,' I thought 
that I had better get busy and write 
you a. letter. • 
"I am. getting along fine now after 
my doso of gas. I am still at a con- 
valescent camp and don't know when 
J -.will be able to g-et away, but It 
fS 
buld not be very long before I do. 


^1" was examined a week 
ago 
and 
thought sure that .I/ would leave here 
a few days later, but as I said before 
I am still hore and don't know when 
I will leave. I don't think that I will 
ever get back to my old outfit, be- 
cause o'ur, division is cna of those that 
Is following up tho Germans as they 
draw back to their own country, and 
I also understand that all companies 
have been filled up but Q. 
I would 


like to be with them, as I would be 
able to see some more of this country. 
I have been in most every part of 
France, so would like to see this thing 
through, to a finish. We have no idea 
that we will be kept here, but wo are 
not sure that such -will 
be 
the 
[•ase.' They may ship some of tho. 
men home sooner than they expect. 
Well that time can't come any too 
quick, now that tho thing is over. 
I 
have not been paid since June, so it' 
I got back to tho states within .two or 
three months, or sooner, and get it 


_<ill at once, I sure will have a nice 
|»ttle roll. I also understand that 
I Wvery soldier will got an extra month's 
""pay when ho gets his discharge, so 
you see we will not have to worry for 
a while. 
"Wo can now -write and tell you of 
the places that we have been In and of 
our experiences, so I will try to tell 
you a llttlo about it. 
' 
"At the port in France where we 
landed we loaded on a train and rodo 
:'or three days, and believe me, those 
French cars oro not the best things 
in the world to ride- in. Each car has 
six or seven compartments and eight 
mor. in each one. There is no chance 
to lay clown or stretch your legs, just 
.sit up and 'try to sleep' when night 
comes. 
Every car seems to have_ !i 
few flat -wheels, so you can imagine, 
for yourself what it is like. After our 
three-day rido we got off at a place 
called Vaux and hiked about six miles 
to a place called Chassigmy, where 
our battalion was to train for the big 
light. Thero were twenty of us in tho 
biilet where I waa and it was not such 
a bad place at that. 
Wo slept In the 


loft of a barn, but It was clean and we 
had plenty of hay to lay on. 
The 
French people where we stayed were 
fine and did everything they could to 
make it comfortable for us. 
"Wo could buy milk from them and 
they \vould cook eggs and other stuff 
for use. 
We had .fine grub with our 
company and got plenty of it, and the 
main thing-, wo had a good bunch of 
cooks—Henry Kueck, Ed. Parker, Bill 
Ml Hard and 
Roy Brown—all 
from 


Jnnesville. 
After we we:-e at 
this 
place about a month all of the pri- 
vates were .sent to the First division 
to (111 them up. and it surely was hard 
to HOC them po, a line bunch ot fel- 
lows and we had been together for 
a lon-sv time. We also 
lost 
Captain 
Caldwell at tho same time.. "After 
they left several of tho other fellows 
and mvself were sent over to another 
plac on detached service! where we 
staved for three weeks and then came 
back 
Our outfits had been filled up 
with men from Michigan. Maryland, 
Virginia, Texas and the west. We sure 
went through 
some 
hard 
training 


there, but it was all for our own 


S°"Wo pulled stakes from this town 
in the earl part of May, and hiked 
about twelve miles to a place called 
('halendrey, where we loaded on some 
Frenrh 'box cars,' forty men in each 
C-.T- of. -eight horses.' ha-ha. 
We (tot 


oft' at a blfe town called Belfort, which 
was near the German lines. 
"Tho Germans used to come over 
with aeroplanes every few days and 
try to bomb this place, but they were 
well protected with anti-aircraft guns 
and tho Germans never 
did 
much 
damage. 
They had big dug-outs for 
tho people to go into in case of air 
raids 
We hiked from this place to 
a little town where 
we stayed 
for 
about a week. It was here that Matty 
Rvan and I were transferred to L 
company. Lieutenant Rau and George 
S?Smpe from Janesville were in the 
outfit. 
We left hero and hiked to a 
small town, where we stayed a few 
days, and from here wo went to a 
Snail town called Fulleran, .Just back 
oTthe trenches. Wo stayed here, for 
about ten days and then went into 
the trenches for our first hitch. 
"Thero was a French soldier with 
each American, so you see it was not 
so bad. Wo were relieved here after 
a short time and went out for a few 
days' rest. 
Wo then went back 
n 
for our second hitch and we sure did 
-"it-ike some bad weather, nothing but 
•-lin and mud as long; as we were 
c'hero. We did not have so much ex- 
citement here, just a few raiding par- 
f i p*t uncl octrois.

at the start, but were all O. K.'when 
we g-ot going-.. We .kept on, but did 
not meet with much fire from, the 
'Dutch.' 
We" went .for quite a ways 
and.then stopped, where Sye rested for 
a few hours .and then started over 
•again. This time were kept.going for 
three days before the Boche began 
to put up much of a fight. We had a 
few days of real fighting aha then 
our outfit, was relieved and we went 
back a few miles to, where our kitchen 
was, and it was a welcome sight as 
we had not had very much to eat since 
we started over the first time. 
"We started out again the next day 
'and then was when we ran into some 
real fighting1. It seenas very funny, 
but a fellow never thinks of the dan- 
ger he is'tri; all he wants to do is to 
gret mixed up .with -a few of those 
damn kraut-^heads and see how many 
he could'put under, and believe me 
put a few of them away. 
Borne of 
them would stand and fight to the last 
minute, but the most of them, would 
put up their hands and holler 'Kam- 
arad," 
The Boche don't like to mix 
up with a bayonet and the fellow3 
got a lot of them that -way.. A fel- 
low had to. watch out so that too 
many of them would not around him 
or he would 'be out of luck.' 
Their 
guns and bayone;ts are 
longer than 
ours, but they can't use them like an 
American soldier can. 


"Well we kept going till we got to 
.a big: town called Fismes. We struck 
it a little hard here as the Boche had 
a bunch of machine guns all through 
the place and we had to clean them 
out before we could go any further. 
Our platoon (thirty-eight of us) got 
through the town and were down on 
a street near the raJlroad. We were 
kind of mixed up and did not quite 
know where we were until a bunch of 
Dutch just across the tracks opened 
up on us with machine guns, and it 
sure was a lucky'thing for us that 


there was -a plank fence along: the 
track, which we got behind arid dug 
ourselves in. Then 
we. started' to 


^throw a barrage just-'back of usNitnd 
:we had to stay where we:.were until 
that night, when we made it back to 
our outfit. 
Our bunch was . relieved 
the next morning and started back 
to the rear. We sure were a tired 
and hungry bunch, but we. all felt 


' good because we knew we had driven/ 
the Germans back a long way. We 
got back about ten miles, where we 
camped in some woods for about ten 
days. It was near here where I saw 
Lieutenant Quentin Roosevelt's grave. 


"When we left here we got in trucks 
and started for the Soisson drive, 
and there was some fighting at this 
place. When we loaded 
from the 
trucks we;stayed in some woods for 
a few daya and then started for the 
lines. 
This was some hike that night 
and I was never BO near being all in 
as I was when we stopped. We stayed 
here until 11. o'clock that nigrht. -when 
we moved up into support and dug 
ourselves in. We went "over the top" 
at daybreak but did not meet with 
much trouble from the Boche. 
After 
we had gone about two miles, with the 
Dutch • on the run ahead of .us,' we 
stopped anoT <3ujr hi. 
Along .toward 
night I grot^out of my hole and started 
over to where some more of my squad 
were dug In and I'heard some one 
holler at me. I could not see who it 
was as hi3' helmet was pulled down 
over his eyes, so on my way back I 
stopped to see who it was. It turned 
out to be Maurice (Monk) Griffin from 
Janesville. Ho was with a machine 
gun outfit and I had not seen him 
since before I went to the hospital at 
Camp MacArthur. I talked with him 
a while and then had to beat It back 
as my squad waa on gas guard that 
night. 
"We started to 
move 
up again 
about S o'clock in the morning and 


the kraut-heads sure did shell u«. It 
was pretty tough groins-until-we hit 
some trenohes which we had to walk 
through to get to the place where 
we had to take up a position, and all 
the while the German were giving1 us 
hell with artillery. 
We g-ot to our 
position Just about daybreak and we 
dug ourselves 
in. Along about 
i 
o'clock some grub came up to us and 
it did go fine. I also got a letter from 
mother. It waa one she had written 
when she was i^i Iowa, and I had 
hardly ,got through reading it when 
orders came that we were to go "over 
the top" at 2:30 
We started over 
and ran into the worst machine gun 
fire that I have been up against since 
we have been over here. The bullets 
were coming so. thick and fast that 
they were cutting the grass. 


"I don't know how I ever came out 
of it without getting hit somewhere, 
as most of the fellows around me had 
gotten it in some way or other, but I 
know that it was 
God's help 
that 
pulled me through. 
We kept going, 
and when a fellow would see the man 
at his side go down it would only 
make him want to get at those dirty 
devils, and believe me we sure did 
get a lot of them, We finally got or- 
ders to stop and dug in, and then 
they started in on us with their ar- 
tillery, gas and every other kind of 
shell they had. After it got dark they 
let up some. 
We stayed here until 
the next afternoon when a bunch of 
tanks came up, and at 4:15 we went 
•over the top' again, the tanks ahead 
of us and the French on our left, 
with other Americans on our right. 


"Our 
artillery put up a creeping 
barrage ahead of uls and it sure was a. 
dandy. 
It seemed as if a solid cur- 
tain of shells was moving ahead of 
MB. 
We did not have much trouble 
this time, although the Germans were 
throwing over quite a few gas shells. 
We chased them for about three miles 


and then stopped and dug in. 
The 
next morning we moved 
up again 
about half a mile and dug in up 
against a big bank. I had my hole 
about half done and I waa crowling 
out to get a match from the fellow 
next .to me. when 'bang' a piece of 
shrapnel got me in the left 'leg just 
above the knee. It sure did turn me 


! over quick and burned for some time 


I fierce. A first-aid mans came up and 
cut my pants leg off and did up my 
wound. . They then took me to a little 
dug-out they had flnxeO.' up, and who 
did I run into again but young Grif- 
fin. He was wounded and had Just 
been brought in. 
I then went back 
to nrst-aid station after I had been 
'tagged.' 
They dressed my 
wound 
again and loaded me onto an ambu- 
lance and took me to the field hos- 
pital. 
From there they put us on a 
French Red Cross train. 
The next 
morning wo got into Paris, and believe 
me I was hungry. There was a bunch 
of K. of C. men at the depot and I 
told one of them I wanted somisthing 
to drink, and he got me all tt.e hot 
chocolate I could stand and a bunch 
of sandwiches, and. they did go down 
quick. 
Then they loaded us on am- 
bulances and took 
us to different 
h'ospitals. 
I was taken to Base No. 
41 and it was a swell place. The doc- 
tors and nurses were something great 
and it wasn't long before I was hob- 
bling around. The Red Cross, K. of 
C. and Y. M. C. A. men would come 
through every day with clgarettess, 
tobacco, chocolate, grapes and toilet 
articles, so you see we did not have 
to wait for a single thing. 
' I left the hospital, early one morn- 
ing and went into Paris to the provost 
marshal's office, where we had to re- 
port to be sent to our units. As we 
did not have to leave Paris until 8 
o'clock that night, they gave us passes 
and I had a chance to walk around 
and see some of that place. It surely 


Second Continuation Flaherty 
is a wonderful place and I would like 
to have seen more of It. 
"I went from Paris to a replacement 
camp, -where 1 got another outfit and 
started back to Join my company. I 
caught up with, theni about two days 
later and they were Just getting ready 
to go into that Argonne Woods drive, 
and it was here that we struck our 
toughest fighting. The day before we 
: went into it I had a chance to iro to 
communion.

"In these Argonne Woods there is

by shells bursting a few yards away 
•and throwing up dirt and stonfcs. Wo 
' cam'e out of this place and went into 
j another part of the woods about a 


'•• half mile away. I was in charge of a 
i half platoon so had to bo on the jump 
! all of the time. It was along towards 
night 
when 
the 
Germans 
started 
shelling us again. We. had dug oui'- 
selves in and as they were shooting 
over lots of gas. We had to have our 
gas masks at alert.

"I was crouched down In my hol<>

was necessary to transport the army 
to Cuba, but this could not be done 


with Spanish warships at large. 
The greater number of our battle- 


ships were cruising In Cuban waters 
and most of them off Saritlag-o. P^ear 
Admiral, then Lieutenant, Blue -went 
ashore, and codeing- Spanish cavalry 
ha and his Cuban guide went in the 
rear of the harbor and there counted 
the Spanish ships. 
lie rode back througrh the Cuban 


Jungles, often leaving- the. beaten trail 
as he heard horsemen approaching-. 
Time and again the Spaniards passed 
within a few yards of him, .But he
